Whoever 
heard of a t<Mrn in the 8oiitli 
wb*re negroes were not allowed 
to reride? In Indiana there are 
several such towns, and luiv i omcs 
the report from Jfldoradu, III., 
that trouble in up in that town 
because of the estahlishment of 
iii'irro i)oriii;il and imluPtrial in- 
stitute UKaleled after the nejiro 
school at TusVegee, Ala. A col- 
ored woman who came to locate 
in the town had her house stoned. 
A gaurd of soilders which for 
many ni};hts hadfiuarded tlio wo- 
man's liouse tinKd into the molj, 
but they ref«|i|pd to diafwrae.
